actually    foiced    the    execution  of  much- 
needed  aanitaiy  measures,  aud  he  has  done 

this  in  cases  where  ilie  national  sanitary 
nmhoriiies  have  been  openly  defied.  He 
has  acted  arbitrarily  without  doubt,  but  ho 
hits  done  only  what  everyone  admits  should 
have  been  done  years  ago.  He  has  improv- 
ed several  streets  where  die  trall'ic  has  lieen 
much  obstructed,  and  every  one  of  those 
improvemenls  will  bo  of  incalculable  value 
lo  the  city.  He  has  removed  many  other 
ohstruciions  and  nuisances,  and  has  pro- 
ciuecl  the  suppression  of  concessions  for 
various  so-called  street  iinptoveiiients  wliich 
wonld  have  resulted  in  an  eiioinuuis  ex- 
pense lo  the  city  witiiout  any  correspond- 
ing benelit.  The  work,  however,  which  is 
most  deserving  of  public  approbation  is 
diat  connected  with  the  cleansing,  or  des- 
tiuciioii,  of  corti^os — those  pestiferous  ten- 
ement barracks  where  so  much  dirty  hum- 
anity is  found  living  under  conditions  which 
cnn  not  fail  to  breed  vice  and  disease,  One 
ol  tlic  largest  and  foulest  of  these  dens, 
which  the  sanitary  aulliorities  have  been 
ii}'ing  to  close  np  for  many  years,  was 
liLorallv  torn  down  under  his  orders  a 
few  days  ago,  others  have  been  closed, 
and  many  others  have  been  thoroughly 
cleansed,  not  only  of  their  fdtli,  but  of  un- 
cleanly occupations.  Tliese  measures  may 
cause  liaidships  for  many  poor  people,  and 
they  may  involve  invasions  ^si  private  righis, 
but  in  view  of  the  sanitary  perils  involvoil 
the  public  will  not  liesiuuo  to  grant  a  "bill 
of  indemnity"  for  infractions  of  personal 
lijihts  in  cariying  out  the  work.  We  un- 
derstand that  the  prefect  proposes  to  carry 
his  reforms  still  I'urtlier,  to  the  inspection 
and  cleansing  of  private  houses  and  to 
the  better  paving  and  draining  of  the  streets. 
In  our  opinion,  much  of  otir  present  im- 
munity from  fever  is  due  to  the  inspection  of 
private  premises  during  the  past  winter, 
whicli  led  to  the  correction  of  many  evils. 
If  now  the  same  good  work  is  continued, 
we  see  no  reason  why  Rio  de  Janeiro  can 
be  made  as  lieallliy  as  any  other  city.  It 
needs  a  strong  hand  and  a  fair  measure  of 
good  common  sense  to  accomplish  this,  and 
as  long  as  tlie  prefect  shows  hinisell  pos- 
sessed of  lliese,  the  public  should  give  him 
every  encouragement.

With  the  nomination  of  Sr.  Rangcl 
Pestaua  to  the  vice-presidency  of  the  new 
Banco  da  Republica,  it  is  to  be  presumed 
that  the  institution    will    now    commence 

operations.  Tliere  is  a  Portuguese  saying 
that  "whatever  is  born  crooked,  tardily, 
or  never,  will  become  straight,"  and  we 
very  mucli  fear  that  this  is  only  too  ap- 
plicable to  the  new  bank  which  is  destined, 
in  tiie  words  of  Sr.  Danlas,  "to  combine 
public  fortune  and  credit  with  private 
credit  and  fortune."  The  conception  of 
the  institution  was  faulty;  both  banks,  the 
Brazil  and  Republica,  had  for  some  time 
steadily  declined  in  credit  with  the  com- 
mercial .body  of  Rio,  as  was  shown  by  llie 
steady  withdrawal  of  deposits  from  the  first, 
and  the  wild  speculation  in  the  shares  of 
the  second.  How  the  young  man,  who 
controls  the  finances  of  Brazil,  tieduced 
from  this  condition  oi'  affiiirs  that  from  a 
lusion  of  two  discredited  institutions  could 
result,  a  bank  lo  inspire  confidence,  can 
only  be  explained  by  lliat  arrogance  which 
leads  an  average  Brazilian  to  believe  himself 
capable  of  solving  problems  lliat  the  most 
experienced  of  politicians  would  be  chary 
in  approaching.  From  the  day  the  decree 
of  December  lyth,  1893,  was  published  it 
was  apparent  lo  us  that  the  speculative 
"ring" — which  is  as  distinct  from  the  real 
commercial  body  of  Rio,  as  is  day  from 
night — bad  scored  a  victory  and  the  fusion 
of  the  two  banks  had  been  secured  by 
threats  of  panic  and  disaster,  which  alarmed 
the  youthful  minister  of  finance,  or  the 
inexperienced  chief  of  the  Brazilian  ex- 
ecutive. '^I'lie  fusion  was  claimed  to  be  the 
salvation  ot  the  financial  situation  ;  it  will 
neither  save  this,  nor  will  it  more  than 
delay  tho  inevitable  liquidation  of  the 
wicked  operations  which  the  very  men  who 
have  been  elected  directors  of  the  new  bank 
were  largely  instrumental  in  promoting. 
The  commercial  body  of  Rio,  we  repeat, 
did  not  care  a  farthing  whether  the  two 
banks  were  organized  as  one,  or  allowed  to 
continue  separately  their  progress  in  public 
discredit.  The  agitaiion  created  around  the 
whole  banking  question,  from  its  com- 
mencement, could  be  traced  directly  to  the 
very  men  who  created  the  trying  position 
in  which  the  Brazilian  .Treasury  is  placed, 
and  where  a  stern  and  upright  minister 
would  liave  consigned  tliese  suckers  of  their

—It  is  ])i-opo';^d  tocrciUealinspital  in  Sau  Paulo 
for  the  observation  of  patients  siis|K'eted  of  coiitaj;- 
ions  diseases.  Tlie  iden  is  i;(j'>(t ;  hut  care  should 
be  taken  n'lt  tn  locate  the  Imilding  loo  far  from  the 
other  hospitals. 

—A  telegram  from  Porto  Alegre  on  Sunday 
nnnounce.s  the  death  of  Gen.  Domiiij^'iis  Alve.s 
Jfarrcto  Leite  the  jireceding  evening.  TJie  deceas- 
ed was  for  a  lime  provi^onal  governor  of  the 
stale  after  the  deposition  of  Julio  de  Castilhos. 

—The  Fi'ifi-rtniw,  Dr.  Julio  de  Castilhos'  organ, 
is  apparently  getting  friglileiied.  In  alluding  to 
the  impeiiiting  invasion  it  psseits  that  Julio's 
"goveinment  will  not  he^tate  lo  he  suhlime  in 
energy  and  conrage."  We  hope  it  will  do  nothing 
worse  than  that. 

—A  municipal  council  up  in  l\linas  has  imposed 
aper  cajiita  tax  of2$oao  on  all  citizens  over  21 
years  wdio  can  not  read  and  write,  thi;  product  to 
go  to  the  scimol  fund.  As  the  proceeds  of  this  lax. 
arc  estimateii  at  g,ooo$,  it  is  evident  that  the  muni- 
cipality cont;uns  ahout  4,500  persons  eligible  for 
this  tax. 

— Tlic  governor  of  Pernambuco  has  dismissed 
the  three  officers  .ind  pohce  suh-deiegado,  who  as- 
saulted an  editor  of  the  (.'nzc/a  tia  'J'ardc.  'Ihe 
oiiTiccrs,  however,  hold  other  offices,  and  their  dis- 
missal from  the  governor's  staff  is  considered  an 
insufficient  punishment.  'Ihe  Ciisf/rt  has  suspended 
publication. 

—The  proprietors  of  the  Sant'  Anna  factory  of 
.S,  Paulo,  Krs.  Alvares  Penteaclo  and  Filhos,  have 
denounced  the  existence  of  a  large  quantity  of 
snuiggeld  (inhif^em  fbagging  cloth)  in  Santos,  and 
they  demand  the  protection  of  the  goveinment.  In 
case  this  proteclion  is  not  afforded,  they  threaten 
to  close  their  factory,  wlierc  about  700  operatives 
are  employed. 

—The  medical  officer  of  the  steamer  Rei  de  /W- 
lugal,  which  left  this  port  for  Europe  on  the  aSth 
ult..  died  from  yellow  lever  at  Bahia  on  the  3I.<it 
ivhile  being  conveyed  to  the  Rom  Dospacho  hos- 
pital. Iwci  oiheis  died  at  sen,  and  five  cases  in 
ail  were  leportcd  on  anivn!  nt  PcniamhLico,  Tlie 
fever  was  conlracled  at  .Sanios  and  ilie  sleiner  was 
(umii;;it':d  at  lUia  Chnnde. 

—  It  is  said  in  Sao  I'liulo  ihnt  the  slate  govern- 
ment intends  to  represent  lo  the  national  govern- 
ment the  advisability  of  requiring  ,a!l  vessels  seeking 
Santo.s  to  anchor  and  discharge  outside  in  the  road- 
stead. 'ITie  crews  should  be  forbidden  to  land. 
This  measure  is  intended  to  prevent  contagion. 
In  that  case,  why  not  create  an  outside  port,  with 
warehouses,  etc.,  for  the  reception  of  merchandise? 

— Cn  the  night  of  the,  3rd  an  officer  of  the  po- 
lice brigade  in  Sao  Paulo  entered  a  restaurant  and 
tried  to  send  away  some  policemen  wdio  were 
creatmg  a  disturbance.  One  of  the  men  insulted 
the  officer,  and.  when  the  lalter  snatched  a  cigar 
fnim  his  mouth,  attacked  him  with  a  knife.  A 
fight  followed,  in  which  the  officer  and  another 
man  were  wounded  before  the  disorderly  policcnum 
was  secured. 

—A  commission  of  (lermnns  accompanieil  the 
widow  of  Frederic  Iloeiisel  in  a  call  at  the  gover- 
nor's palace  in  Porto  Alegre  on  the  ist  inst.,  to 
solicit  justice  for  the  assassination  of  Mr.  Jloenscl 
on  November  ist  last.  Governor  Julio  de  Castilhos 
promised  to  see  th;it  Justice  is  rendered  in  the 
matter,  but  as  the  murder  was  committed  by  his 
friends  and  supporters  we  are  inclined  to  believe 
that  nothing  will  be  done. 

—  Col.  Jost;  Cesar  Sam[i;iio,  Dr.  Fernando 
UKorio  and  Dr.  Possidonio  da  Cunha  are  said  to 
be  candidates  for  Congress  in  Rio  Grande  do  Sul. 
There  is  a  vacancy  caused  by  the  re.>;ignation  of 
den.  Hoeha  0/orio  and  an  election  will  also  have 
to  be  held  for  filling  Dr.  Juliu  de  Casiilhos'  sent. 
It  IS  matter  for  surprise  that  Gov.  Julio  de  Castib 
bos  does  not  insist  on  retainin.L;  his  seat  in  Con- 
gress, according  to  estahlished'precedcnts. 

—A  Para  telegram  of  the  1st  gives  information 
from  Man.aos  to  the  effect  that  the  municipal  elec- 
tions in  the  state  of  Amazonas  on  the  2Sth  ult.  had 
resulted  fai'orably  to  the  government.  The  report 
says  ihal  the  election  was  free,  "  the  I'epresenta- 
lion  uf  the  majority  being  respected."  Of  course, 
cerlamly  !  When  we  reach  that  stage  wheie  the 
wislies  of  the  majority  arc  not  respected,  especially 
when  ilie  leaders  of  the  opposition  have  been  vio- 
Icinly  driven  out  of  the  state,  ihen  we  skill  give 
up  all  hopes  of  the  perpetuity  of  free,  representa- 
tive institutions. 

—It  wonld  be  interesting  to  know  wliat  the 
Campos  authorities  have  done  to  punish  the  ruf- 
fians who  sacked  the  shpp  of  a  Turkish,  or  Ar- 
menian, merchant  in  that  city  on  January  i6th.  It 
would  also  be  interesting  to  know  if  the  victim  of 
this  freebooting  raid  has  no  claim  for  damages 
against  either  the  authors  of  ihc  outrage,  or  the 
city  authorities,  who  failed  to  protect  his  properly.

—  Ill  thenionth  of  January  therewere  136  burials 
in  the  municipal  cemetery  at  Campinas,  againf^t 
216  in  the  corresponding  month  of  1892.  EsU- 
maling  ihe  populalion  at  30,000,  this  shows  an 
average  annualdeath  rate  of  S3  per  1,000.  Why 
is  it  tbat  these  interior  cities  arc  so  unhealthy  ? 

—A  syndicate  has  been  organized  in  S.  Paulo  by 
Kr.  lienedicto  Harbosa  and  others  for  the  introrhic- 
tion  of  Chinese,  through  an  important  San  l-'ran- 
Cisco  house.  It  is  calculated  that  eacli  man  will 
cost  ^20,  but  that  advance  payment  will  not  be 
required.  We  can  see  a  little  fuUire  trouble  in  tliat 
arrangement. 

—  The  Diario  de  Santos  gives  a  long  list  of  ves- 
sels discharged  in  Santos  since  October  ist  last,  to 
prove  that  the  authorities  are  facilitating  the  ser- 
vice. W'e  note,  however,  that  the  list  sliows  only 
three  sailing  vessels.  The  Dkrio  says  that  one  of 
the  principal  difficulties  in  the  accumulation  of 
merchandise  is  to  be  found  in  the  exactions  of  the 
carters  in  Santos,  where  such  charges  as  40I  per 
ton  for  local  transportation  are  frequent. 

— Tn  a  telegram  to  his  father,  Gov.  Barljosa 
Lima  denies  that  .any  violence  had  been  used 
against  the  press,  and  says  it  is  not  certain  that  the 
officers  named  were  guilty  of  altaclung  the  editor 
of  the  Gatfta.  He  takes  occasion,  however,  to 
designate  tlie  Gazeta  da  Tarde  as  a  kind  of  Cor- 
sario,  and  says  that  the  editor  Vitruvlo  (a  student, 
by  the  way)  -is  connected  with  some  amorous 
scandal  which  the  police  are  investigating.  'I'he 
governor's  method  of  clearing  himself  by  throwing 
mud  at  others,  is  not  a  novelty.

On  Saturday  several  places  were 
visited  and  a  quantity  of  counterfeit  liquors  were 
seized.  In  one  place  Spanish  aniz  was  found,  in 
another  Italian  vermouth  and  port  wine,  and  in 
another  the  bottles  for  fluid  magnesia,  which  is 
apparently  manulaclured  only  to  fill  an  order.  In 
view  of  the  fact  tliat  the  country  is  full  ol  these 
spurious  articles,  bearing  counterfeit  labels  ol  the 
genuine  articles,  the  authorities  ought  to  Impose 
the  severest  penalties  on  the  counterfeiters.  Tile 
encouragement  given  lo  the  vile  and  criminal  in- 
diistry  thus  far  has  been  a  disgrace  lo  the  conntiy.
